Another story of "Another Homeland"... 


Hello, it's Inhwan. Wow-Finally, Pan has arrived. (I'm so moved!) Of course, I think the readers who were anxiously 
awaiting his appearance are disappointed that Pan once again only showed up at the end. I can only say that I'm 
sorry. I couldn't help it, It was done for the sake of the smooth development of the story. I'm really sorry-. But I'm 
confident that it’ll be interesting later on and will reward you for waiting. Wait just a bit longer. Action will fill frame 
after frame in the next volume! Huh . . , Kyongil is fainting at this. Why? Because it will be more difficult for Kyongil 
to draw. Whatever. If you're curious, you can buy the series that ran in Young Champ and read ahead. (Ha-ha . . am 
I being too blunt. .? A _ A ) Ah, I got this fan letter a while ago. (I'm so glad my fan letters increased!) ‘Have you 
made up a non-existent story to antagonize Japan and used anti- Japanese sentiments to create a story?!" Ooh- 
-why do I get such letters so often? It's such a harsh letter that it hurt. I can't say anything about portraying anti- 
Japanese sentiments. Everything that has come out in the story so far is based on truth. But wait until the end 
and see il I actually antagonize Japan. And the part about "non-existent story," Inhwan is a bit pissed off at that. 
If I was making up a non-existent story, I wouldn’t have done an episode with so much dialogue. The skulls of 
Shinjuku definitely exist. The person who wrote the letter probably wanted to say, "The skulls might exist but why 
do you make up a story that distorts the truth?" But at present it's also true that the Japanese government is 
destroying the Shinjuku skulls (and they are historically important). That's why I’m running "Forgotten Homeland." 
Could it be a persecution complex l developed during my own material research? I'm even working hard to extend 
the story to run "Another Homeland" in order to share with the Island fans a truth only a few people know about. 
To tell you the truth, I like Japan. No. there's room for misunderstanding. Specifically. I like the young generation 
of Japan. I met a few Japanese people while searching for materials for this story. None of them liked their coun- 
try's history. They were Japanese people who were eager to dig up the distorted truth so that a wrongdoing from 
history does not repeat itself. The head of the Human Remains Query Committee was a surprisingly young 
Japanese man. He set up a homepage on the internet to inform the world about the Shinjuku skulls. Actually, Sujin 
says in Island that even the Japanese social organizations did not probe into the question of these skulls, but she 
is misinformed. At that time, many Japanese people brought up the suspicion of live human experiments and 
strongly pressed for a disclosure ol the truth. But the Japanese government thoroughly denied any public exhibi- 
tion and acquired the remains. And the young Japanese are still confronting their government to uncover the con- 
spiracy. But among Koreans, how many people know about that fact? Among those skulls, there are Korean citi- 
zens, but no one even cares. (Probably there is not one person in our country.) But I think there's no need to be 
embarrassed about it. I also wrote the story with a slight thought of, "Please at least know about this fact," and 
no matter what the content of the story is, l only wish that you at least remember about the skulls. A _ A It's use- 
less to do nothing while you know about it, but it's 100 times better than not knowing about it at all. I think so. 
Hmm, then on to another story. I'll talk about the "criminal" of the chapter "Another Homeland." Most of you who 
have read up to now would have noticed the criminal. The person that you’re guessing is correct. I think I was 
loo unreasonable to make you guess the criminal in book 4. To tell you the truth, if I was not the writer of Island 
and had read book 4. 1 also wouldn't have guessed the criminal right. Sorry. (But surprisingly, there were readers 
who not only perfectly guessed the motive for his criminal act but also his reason!) We even staged it so that if 
you're a bit bright you can guess from the presentation inside the composition of the cut card. I told you I put in 
elements from mystery material and that shows in the 4th card that the criminal left behind. If you clarify its iden- 
tity, the criminal will be naturally revealed. It's a bit complicated but it's not a mystery that demands a difficult 
keyword like in The Case Files ot Young Kindaichi. If you're convinced, but want the evidence of proof like Miho, 
why don't you readers try to delve into the secret of the cards before Miho does? If you're observant, you'll be 
able to find out the secret of the cards. (Ah, it would be much easier if you had a gypsy card interpretation book.) 
But what's important in this story is not who's the criminal. What's essential is why he committed those crimes. 
For what reason?! This is the most important point. Lastly, I will make an advance notice about the next volume 
before I finish. During the course of "Another Homeland," what was Pan doing? This is what I think: I think he was 
taking care of demons for someone else besides Miho during the time he was away. Wait. A supplement on Pan 
will be prepared. And the most important ultimate conclusion of “Another Homeland" will be waiting for you. With 
a message that says that distorted history brings on tragedy... 
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
